The supreme authority of the State has 
taken hold of the labor troubles at the Stock- 
Yards, and 650 militia, the entire quota of the 
First and Second Regiments, Lilinois Nauonal 
Guard, went on duty at the packing-bouses 
yesterday shortiy before noon.

Once inside the yard at Ferguson's the men 
who were in the fatigue details were set to 
work unloading the biankets and other mili- 
tary property which bad been sent down in 
freight-cars and bad been thrown in upon the 
tracks of the Union Stock-Yards Transit Com- 
pany just west of the Ferguson warebouse. 
The others had nothing to do but amuse them- 


selves, and they scattered about the 
inclosure in all directions, The question 
of “grub” was an aji-important 


one. and within a couple of hours after their 
arrival the different companies were ordered to 
fall in anc marched without arms across to 
the barracks of the Deputy Skeriffs, or to Ar- 
mour's new beet house, where he is feeding 
the men who work er bim, and were fed. The 
3:30 train bDrougbtt down twenty fresh men tor 
the First, wie bad been delayed, ana forty 
for tme Second, There were fifty new men for 
Armotr’s houses in the party, and Adjutant- 
General Vance and Sheriff Hanchett came out 
on the same train. As the laborers and troops 
were being unloaded near Armour’s house the 
crowd grew demonstrative again and a tew 
stones were thrown by bors from the cattle 
pens after the Deputy Sheriffs charged upon

Work After Play. 

The soldier boys continued to amuse them- 
selves until nearly 4 o'clock, whew the order 
to fail in was bastily beat in the yard by the 
First's corps of musicians, and four 
companies, ©, I, R and Ff. marohed 
out ot the soutR gate and away down Centre 
avenue to Forty-fourth street. Here they 
took up a positon immediately west of the 
Transit Covapany’s tracks and rested on their 
arms for further orders. At the same time 
the full force ef the Second marched out on 
Root street and deployed as skirmishers all 
the way from the barracks to Halsted street 
and north on that street to the railread-cross- 
ing near Thirty-ninth. One company was 
massed at the corner ot Root and Haistea 
streets and one at the extreme northern end 
of the line. The men were simply ordered to 
keep their places and alignment and 
if any attempt was made to molest 
the people coming from the pack- 
iIng-heuses to stop the trouble. They 
were allo ved to walk their beats if they chose, 
and the work was kept up antil 6:30, when 
every one who wanted to leave the houses bad 
probably got away. 

Later in the afternoon, after a consultation 
between Sherif! Hanchett, Michael Cudahy, 
Gen. Fitz-Simens, and the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, it was thought best to place the troops 
as detailed above, with the idea of having the 
four companies of the First te prevent aur 
trouble in the southwestern section of the 
yard, while the Second should take careof the 
main avenue out. The further couciusion was 
reached that the militia should do no duty last 
night beyond guarding theirown quarters and 
keepimg several companies in reserve in case of 
sudden trouble during the night. The regular 
Deputy Sheriffs were to keep up the regular 
guard until merning, ween the militiamen will 
take possession of all the regular ways of 
egress and keep out all persons whe have no 
business in the yards and whe de not want to 
goto work. None of the Sheriffs deputies 
would say that he knew what the future inten- 
tions of the packers and Sherif Hauchett 


were in regard to the 326 now 
en duty about the houses. The 
general i jon is, however, that all but 


100 of them will be withdrawn in the course of 

aday ortwo, and that the soldiers will have 

entire charge of Packingtown during the day. 
The Men Going Inte Quarters. 

The Ferguson warehouse, where the militia 
will be quartered, was in a perfect turmoil! ail 
day long. One gang of men swept the floors 
of the two huge bare rooms into which the 
building is divided, while another nailed up 
steam-pipes about the walls, which will be 
connected with the boilers and furnish the 
caloric necessary for good sicep. A third 
party were busily engaged in banging buge 
are electric lights about the rooms and in the 
yard, so that there will be no trouble on the 
score of darkness. The little office:partitioned 
off about the centre of the cast wall of 
the building contained a huge, old-fashioned, 
open coal stove, and this was made brigade 
headquarters. 

The detail made to prepare the quarters bad 
work enough to keep them busy, aithough 
they were aided by a gang of carpenters who 
were building long pine tables and rude 
wooden benches in the southeast corner, of the 
building, and some tinners were making visi- 
ble preparations to set up a larse range sim, 
lar to the one in use by the Sberit's guards. 
This detail moved a large number of empty 
packmg cases from both divisions of the ware- 
house te the basement below, and then lugged 
abeut three car-loads of blankets on their 
backs from tke doors of the cars up into 
the rooms. Once the main floors ot 
the two largest rooms in the building were 
cleared and swept, and the biankets piled 
around according to companies, the doors of 
four mysterioas box-cars were thrown open 
and the boys jumped in at their loads of bailed 
hay. The bales were rolled up the incline to 
the floors and distributed about by the 
details te the different companies ac 
cording as the bdiankets were piled, and 
at dusk the air was full or the dust raised by 
tearing it loose and spreading it on the floor 
for shake-downs. Before the men on guard 
duty marcned back into the yard the greater 
portion of the floor was two feet deep with 
hay, the dust had settled, and there was every 
prospect fora fairly comfortabie night for all 
the men who were not detailed for guard duty 
abeut the building.

Armour being present on bebalf of his ewn 
bouse. After careful consideration the fol- 
lowmmg resolutions were unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote and signed by all present:

Jones & Styles were the only firm among the 
above not represented at the meeting, but 
they authorized the use of their signature by 
telephone. The meeting then took up the 
matter of boardime and caring for the new 
employés, and alter some conversation the 
following resoluuons were unanimously adopt- 
ed by a viva voce vote: 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee are 
authorized to hire and equip any building at the 
Stock-Yards that they may deem necessary to 

rovide board and lodging for men who may come 

ere to work. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be 
authorized to 2—— any n or persons 
who unlawfully interferes with the management 
of packing-houses. 

Messrs. Walter Hately and Charles Counsel- 
man were appointed a special committee to 
hire and eguip the boarding-house contem- 
plated by the toregoing resolution. 

F. D. Armour, when asked by a reporter 
whether, in spite ef his previous deciaration, 
he would be willing to take back into nis em- 
ploy those whe had quit, replied: I don’t see 
the use of any talk after the adoption of these 
resolutions this afternoon. They are quife ex- 
plicit and cover the whole ground. As re 
gards the situation, I think it's decidedly im- 
proved. We're getting plenty of men, and will 
be running all rigut by the end of the week. 
Cal. Favorite, Mr. Armour’s pertoer, assured 
the reporter that the firm would take back any 
of their od employés on the basis of the reso- 
dutions, but not otherwise. lt would be im- 
perative that they sign a contract resigning 
their connection with the labor organization. 
The office had been crowded all day 
with , applicants for work, and not 
less than 300 or 400 bad been accepted and sent 
out to the yards in charge of Deputy-Shberiffs. 
They bad had ap offer of 6,000 men from oue 
section of the State in the course of the day, 
and in nine or ten days would have more men 
than they could take care of. A good day's 
work bad been done on both bogs and cattle. 
He felt satistied with the situation, for when 
men saw that they were afforded sufficient pro- 
tection andcould board in the yards there 
would be no dearth of employés. Mr. Botsford 
thought the outlook a little dark, but believed 
it was only the darkness before the dawn. 


FIGHTS AND AN INCIPIENT RIOT. 


The Militia’s Soothing Effect—Bravery of 
the Lake Police—Broken Meads. 

To all outward appearances yesterday the 
strike at the Stock Yards was no nearer a set- 
tlement than ever. The presence of the mili- 
tia had a far more soothing effect on the tem- 
pers of the men than the Pinkertons with 
their Winchesters. Iunumerable assaults were 
committed on non-union men throughout the 
day and night. Late Sunday night several 
stockmen were violently assaulted amd shot at, 


presumably being taken for non-unionists. A 
man was thrown off the Forty-third street via- 
duct and some what injured, the bight being 
about thirty-five feet. The Town of Lake Po 
lice Station was overrun with mon from whose 
beads and faces streams of blood were trick- 
ling dowa. Blugging and mtimidavon com- 
mittees were everywhere to be seen and 
all non-union men were closely scrutinized. 
Some of these committees worked quietiy 
amongst the men in the various bouses, while 
ethers took the dinner-pails away from work- 
men and spilied the contents over the ground. 
A very large majority of the men would like 
to go to work, but they are afraid of the * 
tremely tougs minority. 5 

About o'clock the Lake police left the 
yards and began ciearing Halsted street, 
where an immense crowd of rougbDs was guthb- 
ered. Capt. Markey, Lieut. Relieber, Sergt. 
M „ and Officers Bohne and ovan 
pusbed the mob north, but they met with con- 
siderable. resistance. Archie McVeigh made 
several attempts to draw a revower, but be 
was seized by Capt. Markey hustied 
away, closely feliowed by an officer hoiding 
onto the collar ef a Swede named Henry 
Ostabue. While these two were being taxen 
away another attempt to disperse the crowd 
was made and Sergt. Mulcahey was asssulted. 
After t brief struggle M. J. Doherty was ar- 
rested and relieved of a rerolver. This was 
followed by an assault on Officer Bohne, who 
defended himseif with a heavy cane. Anias 
MecDonaid conducted the assault and made 
several attempts to draw a weapon. The oh- 
cer struck at the bead of McDonald with all 
his strength, and had the tough not been pos 
sessed of unusual strength and endurance the 
biows would have kilied him. The crowd 
rapidly closed in on the officer, but me later 
took a few steps backwards and repeated the 
blows on McoDonaid’s bead. Just then Lieut. 
Kelleber and bulf a dozen officers came to the 
rescue, and while the Lieutenant and an as- 
sistant helped Officer Bohneſthe rest drove the 
crowd back. The way McDonaid was jumped 
at by the officers made the rioters shiver, but to 
the surprise of ali he got up smiling and was 
thrown into the patrol-wagon, which bad ar- 
rived, amid the boots and jeers of the mob. 
In tne last charge McDonald and Morris Cava- 
naugb were arresved. Other men locked up 
for assaults were Ed Hanian, James Hanian, 
Con Muldeal, and James Norton. These four 
attacked Michael Walsh, taking bim for a non- 
unionist.

On Halsted street south of Thirty-ninth the 
assailants of workmen would fiy across the 
street into the city whenever the Lake police 
attempted a chase. About 8 o'clock Officer 
Fianning succeedea in running down two 
young men, who bad just brutally beaten a 
man for going to work, before they reached 
the limits. The officer started with the pair 
for the station, but soon had a crowd of 500 or 
600 following at his heels. The crowd finally 
made a start to rescue the prisoners, and the 
officer turned one of them over to a city de- 
tective. Then there was a rough-and-tumblie 
fight, which ended in the captives being safely 
caged in the stauon and a number ot broken 


heads. 

Avout 4 o'clock a crowd of about 3800 col- 
lected at Forty-tuird street and the railroad 
crossing, on Armour’s grounds. They were 
ordered away by Deputy Sheriffs; but, instead 
of obeymg, assailed the deputies with 
stones and other missiles. Several 
persons were more or less injured. The offi- 
cers gained the upper hand in a few moments 
and arrested six men who seemed to be the 
instigators of che attack. They are: Joseph 
Hall, 22 years, butcher, Forty-seventb street 
and Centre avenue; John E. Lyman, 25, 
laborer, No. IIII Stone avenue; Cari 
Trennett, 387, corner fForty-fifth street 
and Wentworth ayenue; James Rickey, 
22. butcher, No. 4516 Wright street; 
Michael Faher. 26, laborer, No, 647 Fortiets 
strect; John Sweeney, 22, iaborer, No. 3820 
Wallace street. They were placed ona train 
and taken to the Harrison Street Station by a 
posse of deputies. The charge of riot was 
preferred against them. 


SHERIFFS AND MILITIAMEN JEERED. 


No Conflicts, Nowever—Feeding the Guards 
—Four Thousand Men Working Yester- 
day. , 

Quite a crowd was gathered along the rail- 
road tracks bordering Packingtown, and the 
men jeered the Sheriffs and militiamen, occa- 
sionally making a move that looked rather 
ugiy. ‘he Deputies are disliked because they 
are Pinkerton men, and no opportunity to as 
sault one will be passed br. The Deputies 
were scattered throughout the yards and sur- 
rounding the houses where work was going on, 
Sbortiy after 9 o'clock two efficers from tre 
Twelfth Street Police Station, accompanied by 
a Town of Lake officer, attempted to arrest 
John Mitchell, a Deputy-Sher'ff, on a State 
warrant charging him with arson. Mitebeill’s . 
friends oa picket duty refused to allow his ar- 
rest, and revolvers were drawn on both sides. 
The regular police triumphed and Mitchell waz 
taken off. A Deputy named Dan Sullivas 
clubbed a man who refused te move along, 
and the latter swore out a warrant for the

STRIKERS BEFORE JUSTICE MEECH. 


Several of Them Fined for Brutal Assaults 
—Some Exciting Scenes. 

The Armory Police Court was crowded yes- 
terday morning with strikers and non-union- 
ists, the latter presenting a badly battered and 
bruised appearance, the result of collisions 
with the desperate men on strike. All during 
the morning on Halsted street, between Thir- 
ty-seventh, Thirty-eighth, and Thirty-ninth 
streets, no less than 300 men were congregat 
ed, some strikers, some hoodlums, and many 
others—desperate characters and thieves. 
They were iying in wait for non-unien work- 
men. Several bloody affrays resulted between 
S and ¥ o'clock, Shortly after 7 e’clock, when 
about 200 men were idling along Haisted and 
Thirty-eigbth streets, an inoffensive and inno- 
cent-appearine German youth named Paul 
Webber was proceeding quietly along toward 
Armour’s packing-house with his dinner buck- 
et. Aocrowd gathered about him, and before be 
could defend himseif be was brutally knocked 
down, bis face and deen beaten and 
kicked, amd bis body badly bruised. He 
got upon his feet, and crying with pain 
broke through the crowd ahd made off at the 
top of bis speed. The chase was taken up, 
and again be was subjected to several crue! 
biows by two young fellows, until all three 
ran into the arms of an officer. Before Justice 
Meech the two prisoners gave the names of 
Michael Donobue and Patrick Daly, empioyés 
at the Stock-Yards. The former was ftined 
$155, on two obarges, it appearing that be had 
but a half hour betore assaulted and badly 
beaten another poor unfortunate. Daly was 
fined $100. 8 

A small-sized, ignorant-looking young Teu- 
ton named William Kaltenbach was next led 
into the dock, bemg a complainant against a 
burly, powerfuliy-built fellow named Frank 
Miller, a striker. Kaitembach’s face was a 
mass of bruises, and the terrible experience 
he bad gone tarougt tad se trightened bim 
that not even the presence of a roofiful 
of policemen and a magistrate was sul- 
ficient to compose tim. In a nervous, 
jerky manner de told kis Honor that as be 
walked along Thirty-ninth street, near Ullman, 
he was met at the bridge by the prisoner, who 
stopped him.

Oakley turned the 
corner and doubled on his pursuers, gettmg 
back to his residence before the yelling, 
hooting crowd could get near him. Others 
of the enraged pursuers kept on after Sharp, 
to whose feet fear had lent an extra fleetness. 
Once u brutal-lodking fellow named Michael 
Sullivan bad by a burst of speed caught up 
with Sharp and taken bim by the throat, but 
the trightenea iad by a desperate endeavor 
broke from his clutches and sped on at a bigber 
rate of ewiftness. By the side of Sullivan 
came Pat Collins. Both seemed to vie in their 
efforts to catch and pommel the terrified En- 
glisbman. When near Laurel and Thirty-sixth 
streets Officers Fiannigan and McGraw of the 
Thirty-fifth Stree: Station. in citizen's clothes, 
overtook Sharp, who thought his time had 
come, for he begged for mercy. The officers 
bastily told bim they were bis protectors. 
The mob, thinking the officers were intent 
upon assaulting Sharp, were greatly sur- 
prised when they ran into the muzzies 
of four 88-caliber revolvers, and bearmg the 
command. Halt!“ The officers showed their 
stars and the crowd in a disappointed and sul- 
len manner slunk off a short distance. Again 
it surged toward the tide of men when an ef- 
fort was made to pull for a patrol wagon, and 
again the trio started on a run down the street, 
A determined halt was chen made, and cocking 
their weapons the officers shoved them into 
the faces of the nearest of the mob, arresting 
Sullivan and Collins and threatening any one 
who latertered with instaatdeath. They then, 
pistels in hand, marched their prisoners and 
the rescued man te the Thirty-fiith Street Sta- 
tion. An bo r the arrested fellows, both 
hoodlums ot orst and most desperate 
type, were „ before Justice Meech and 
fined $50 and 820, respectively, Collins being jet 
of lighter than bis comrade.

The Fight Between Kliirain and Hearid in 
Baltimore Stopped by the Police—

Lovrsvitsza, Ky., Nov, 8.—[Special.j—At 6

In the meantime the crowd, numbering 
about 600, had scattered itself over 
the hillsides to make merry with whisky, 
cards, and games of all sorts, The weather 
was very cold and there was a sharp wind 
from the north which made biue noses by the 
score. Some sagacious fellow built a huge 
bonfire on the hillside, around which the mob 
gathered like sheep. The pugilists remgtied 
all the time by a fire in the „ tell 
m each other tuany while their back- 
ers continued to qu over a referee.

Death of Fred Archer, the Celebrated En- 
glish Jockey. 

Lowpon, Nov. 8.—Fred Archer, the cele 
brated jockey, is dead. His death was the re- 
suit of a pistol-shot wound, inflicted dy him- 
self while in a delirium resulting from fever. 
It ia reported that be was ill with typhoid- 
fever. The first symptoms of the disease ap- 
peared Thursday, after he bad been present at 
the Lewes ros. When it became evident 
that his iliness was likely to be serious be was 
taken to bis sister’s house at Newmarket, He 
rapidly grew worse, and bad been in a

The same year ke rode Mr. Swindeil’s 
Truth-Gelding for the Chester Cup, whicd 
was backed toe win $250,000. Archer 
was £0 K from oversweating 
that be Was beaten on the post 
by a bead Hy Aventuriere. Perhaps the best 
rave ApGher ever rode was on Bend Or, the

Coming up the homestreton it looked all Lom- 
bard street to a china orange on Robert the 
Devil, when Archer came with one of bis in- 
imitabie “rushes” and beat the Devil on. tne 
post by a short head. The excellence of this 
performance was enhanced by the fact that 
Atober had to ride wits one hand, his other 
being in a sling, owing to his having been 
savaged a few days previously by Muley Edris. 

In the saddle he was the most ruthiess pun- 
isher of a borsee. When necessary he would 
use whip and spur unsparinmgly. He did this 
to excess sometimes, and when riding Lady 
Golightly for the Middle Park Plate he pun- 
isned the mare so severely that Lord Fal- 
mouth, for whom be was riding, told him to 
send in his cap and jacket and that he would 
never allow him to ride another borse of his. 
Off the horse and duty over, Archer treated 
the borse like a human being, and horses 
seemed to instinctively take to him. 4 
pretty sight might have been witnessed once 
in the paddock at Goodwood, where a horse 
Archer bad been riding bad broken a blood 
vessel and was being led around by the great 
jockey bimself, who sponged it and petted jt, 
the horse jooking at him in the most appealing 
way, as if be understood it au and was 
apologizing for the breakdown. His bight 
enabled him to distribute his weight 
woll ona horse and he rode wonderfully light- 
ly. But the great cause of his success was his 
wonderful knowledge of pace.“ He knew 
not only just dow fast hisown horse was 
going, but how fast every other borse in the 
race Was going, and he knew just where the 
winning-post. was, Unlike most jockeys be 
Od not make every post in the streten a win- 
ning-post, but just at the right time he would 
make his one supreme effort and tt“ his 
borse in. A yard before or a yard after the 
post his horse might be beaten, but at the 
right time he was there. 

Various estimates have been made of Arch- 
er's fortune: Those who know bim wen say 
that for the last few years his income 
from all sources was not less than 
$150,000 a year, and bis capital in- 
vested would fall little short of $750,000. 
He was very careful, and in some things was 
inclined to be “pear.” Some years ago he 
married the daughterof Jobn Dawson, the 
well-known tramer, and when she died shortly 
afterwards, leaving a little daughter, Archer 
took the loss so much to beart that it was 
thought he would never ride again. The story 
that the Duchess of Montrose ever proposed to 
marry him is only a canard.

The members of the local assemblies 
contend that their demand for the discharge 
of an objectionable superintendent and other 
grievances should be considered as well as the 
question of wages. Local Assembly No. 3,393 
will hold a meeting tomorrow, and should they 
decide to continue the strike the charter of 
the assembly will ne doubt be declared for- 
feited by the Executive Board in Philadelphia. 
It is said that in that case 5.000 Knights of 
Labor will leave the order and continuo the 
fight against the manufacturers themselves,

coke syndicate received a letter from the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Amalgamated 
Miners’ Association todayjasking for a confer- 
ence to consider the demands of the miners 
for check weigbman, fortnightly pay days, and 
lower rent. The operators will probably name 
Thursday, Nov. 18, as the date for the confer- 
ence.. They state that the same demands were 
made before and refused. They wiil not be 
granted now, but no trouble is anticipated. 


Printers Called Out. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 8.—Ata meeting of 
the local Typograpbicai Union, heid yesterday, 
it was decided to call out the union printers 
employed inthe offices of Yenowine’s News, 
Peck s Sun, and the Sunday Telegraph. Some 
time ago the proprietors of these papers were 
asked not to use syndicate matter. Their re- 
fusal to comply is the cause of the present 
trouble.

Owners No Longer 
Necessary to Secure 6 Right of Way. 
By far the most important decision given for 
wiong time by the Appellate Court was that 
pendereé yesterday in the case of Attorney- 


Gen- ral Hunt against the Chicago City Passen- 


ger Railroad, or, 68 it is generally called, the 
Adams street line. This was an information 
filed by J. G. McConnell and others, owners of 


‘property at the corner of Fifth avenue and 


Adams street, charging that the Adams street 
company had no right to lay its treeks on Ad- 
ams street, because it never bad obtained the 
requisit consent of over naif of the property - 
ow ners, 

Ihe opinion, which was written by Judge 
Bailey, was a very able and elaborate one, 
He suid there were only two questions to be 
considered—first, whether the Attorney-Gen- 
eral had authority to bring such a suitas the 
present one; and, second, whether the company 
was obligated to obtain the consent of the 
property-owners, As to the first point, be held 
the Attorney-General, though having no statu- 
tory power to bring the present suit, un- 
doudtedly had the right under bis common, 
law powers. Secondly, the act of 1872 provided 
that a railway company must obtain the con- 
sent of the owners of a majority ot the front- 
age along a street before it could lay its tracks 
on such street. The Horse and Dummy act of 
1874, however, expresaly provided that & 
petition to the Common Counell only 
was necessary. Nothmg was said about any 
petition or consent of praperty-owners. 
The object of the latter act was to have one 
uniform rule, applicable altke to cities, towns, 
and vi two acts were inconsistent 
and irreconcilable, and in accordance with 
well-known principles of law the latter act, as 
being the lest exposition of the people's will, 
must be held to repeal the former where they 
clashed. The Horse and Dummy act evidenced 
the present will of the Legisiature, and, as it 
required no petition of property-ownere, none 
was necessary. The information; therefore, 
presented no ground. for equitable interfer 
ence, and the décree ot the court below sus 
taining the demurrer to it would be affirmed. 

The effect of this decision will be very far- 
reaching. Hereafter all that is required is the 
consent of the Council, and if that body chooses 
to grant a corporation the right to lay a track 
on Dearborn or any other street it can do it 
whether property-owners wish it or not. Here- 
tofore there has been some check on the Coun- 
ones granting rights of way, but now there is 
none, and probably within a sbort time a score 
ot petinons for new street railways will be 
filed. 


MEETING OF THE MINISTERS. 


What Songs Shall Be Sung in Praise 
Methodist Missionary Taxation. 

The Rev. C. F. Goss read a paper before the 
Presbyterian ministers yesterday upon Gos 
pel Songs and Gospel Smgers, in which he 
commended the Sankey style of hymnal, In 
discussing the theme Dr. Patterson saia he 
thought it necessary to do a good deal of ex- 
perimental testing before adopting an endur- 
ing hymnal. Doubtless the Sankey work bad 
its place and was adapted both in tunes and 
words to some classes of sinners, but it was 
not desiravie for educated tastes. The Rev. 
Mr. Bassett objected to any kind of rantimg, 
rowdy tunes which are beard upon the streets 
and in Salvation Army barracks. Mr. Middie- 
ton thought there wasa good deal of yntair 
criticism of Gospel bymas. Some peo- 
ple alluded to them as jingling, dan- 
omg, variety-ball tunes. erbaps, after 
all, this style is not all that could 
be desired, but then they help to enthuse, 
and especially at prayer-meeting, where often- 
times the pastor has to do most ef the praying 
himself if the folks don't get warmed up. The 
Rey. Mr. Morton, for years in charge of 
Beecher’s Plymouth Coapel Mission and now 
in charge of the railroad chapel, had seen more 
hearts softened by the singing of O, Where 
Is My Boy Tomght?” than any other one hymna, 
and yet it was oniy on compulsion the speaker 
could get bis orranist to play it. 

At the meeting of the Metbodist preachers 
some discussion resulted over a circular sent 
by C. C. MeCabe, Missionary Secretary af the 
M. E. Church, This ciroular shows that the 
receipts of the missionary society for the year 
1886 have reached $1,002,128, and Mr. MoOabe 
starts the new year with a demand for 51.000. 
000 for missions by collections only, which 
would necessitate an increase ot $150, upon 
last year’s coliections. This was opposed by 
Dr. Hitehock and Presiding Elder B Trusdeii, 
the latter saying that church members are al- 
ready asked to do too much ip this bepevuilent 
line. 

At the Baptist ministers’ conference encour- 
aging reports were received from the various 
eburches, 

The Congregational ministers postponed the 
regular topio for discussion and took up the 
inauguration of President Eaton at Beloit 
College, In that connection they discussed 
the subject as to how best Chicago could as- 
sist the work at Beloit.

SURVIVORS OF A WRECK. 


A Seaman and a Boy the Only Ones Left to 
Tell of Their Vessel’s Loss. 

New Orveans, La., Nov. 8.—Among eight 
paseengers on the steamer Wanderer from 
Puerto Cortez, Honduras, was Francis Brown, 
a shipwrecked seaman who was forwarded to 
Mobile via this city by the resident American 
Consul at Puerto Cortez. This man and a boy 
passenger who remained at Puerto Cortes are 
the only two known survivors of his vessel, 
which was wrecked in the late hurricane. 
Brown stated that he shipped on the schooner 
Azelda and Laura, about 100 tons burthen, of 
New York, at Mobile. The sehooner sailed for 
Ruatan Oct. 6 with a full cargo. Noth- 
ine noteworthy occurred until the morn- 
ing of Oct. 9, when the weather became 
threatening and the wind freshened to a strong 
gale, whieh by 9 o'clock bad increased to a 
violent hurricane, with mountainous seas run- 
ning and flooding the vessel fore and aft. Dur- 
ing the same night the vessel was thrown on 
ber beam ends and the mainmast went over- 
board, breaking off about afoot above the 
saddle or five feet above the decs. Later the 
foremast went over. Brown had in the mean- 
time been washed overboard three times, but 
had clung to portions of the rigging that still 
held the masts alongside. The vessel at this 
time was a complete wreek, water- 
logged and unmanageable. In the 
yawl Capt. Gorgensen, the owner and 
master of the vessel, together with Mate An- 
derson, Steward Lewis Carlson, a seaman, and 
J. M. Brooks, a passenger, sought safety. Up 
to the time ot the Wanderer's departure from 
Puerto Cortez these men had not been heard 
trom, Seaman Brown, who had remained on 
the wreck, lashed bimeelf to the catbead, and, 
with the boy passenger who bad been left, 
sustained life with a nut, which they 
found floating around. 12th they were 
pickea up and taken to Puerto Cortez. The 
American Consul at Puerto Cortes reports that 
it is the opinion there that Capt. Gorgensen 
and the boat’s crew with bim were lost.

TWO ENGLISH SOCIALISTS GIVING POOR 
APVICE TO CHICAGOANS. 


Foolish Assertion that the Anarchists Have 
Not Had a Fair Trial and Ought to Be 
Tried Over Again—Inflammatory Ap- 
peals to the Laboring Classes to Stir 
Them Up Againgt the Ospitalists — 
Preaching the Confiscation of Property 
in Land. , 

Aurora Turner Hall, corner Huron street 
and Milwaukee avenue, wien comfortably 
bolds 1. 200 people by the utilization ot stand- 
ing room, was packed and jammed by 8.000 
last night, the attraction being Dr. and Mrs. 
Aveling, we reoentiy- arrived Socialistic ag ita 
tors. T. J. Morgan, an Ulinols Central me- 
chinist, presided. There was a fair sprinkling 
ot women id the audience, which was enthust- 
astic and prone to break out into violent ap- 
plause, but orderly withal, Dr. Aveling 
spoke first, and was welcomed with 
applause. He is an Englishman, and 
with his long, smooth-shaven face 
and sbarp-pointed chin quite strongly suggests 
Henry Irving. He speaks without notes and 
is a forcible talker, possessing a clear and 
rather agreeable voce which is distinctly 
beard, His manner is also rather pleasing, as 
he speaks without beat and affects tne debat- 
ung style rather than the oratorical. He brings 
out bis points forcibiy, uses good language 
and speaks witn the mannerisms of an edu- 
cated Englishman, preterrma to depend for 
effect upon his points ratmer than upon 
trick of expression or descent to passion 
or buffoonery, He wore an ordinary 
business suit of dark material, and gestie- 
ulated freely rather than “eleguntiy and 
foraibly,” one hand being kept in his breeches 
pocket a good part of the time, 

He began his address by speaking upon 6 
subject which be knew was first and foremost 
in the hearts and minds of big beareré-——the 
case of the imprisoned Anaronists. The 
Anarchist scare was an unreasoning one. 
justine demanded that the prisoners should 

uve a new trial, [Great applause,] A new 
trial and a fair trial was necessary for the 
honor of the American name, in En- 
giand the American people were con 
sidered a brave people. The opinion must 
be justified and that bravery shown by the 
granting ot a new trial. He bad been told that 
the scare wus created by the newspapers,

Not private property in the absolute, but 
private property in land. in machinery, in buman 
beings, A man could own his coat, his watch, 
his house; but not anything that gave bim the 
power to control unpaid labor. Private prop- 
erty in that was doomed, and society was so 
rotten that its death rattle could be heard if 
they would listen. 

How sbould the great social change be 
brought about? By such meetings as that.

(Kaneas Pacific), Missouri Pacitic, St. Louis & 
San Francisco, Fort Scott & Guif, Atcbison, 
Topeka & Santa FG, and Souteern Kansas 
Railways. Commissioner J. W. Midgley of the 
Southwestern Railway, Mr. William Duncan of 
the Ohio & Mississippi, and Mr. Thomas Miller 
of the Burlington & Missouri River were ap- 
pointed arbitrators te establish percentages 
for the pool west and southwest of Kansas 
City. The question of rates to through points, 
or ratwer the basis for making rates to points 
in that territory, was referred to five aro- 
trators; the St. Louis & San Francisco to 
select one, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
one, Missouri Pacific one, and the Southwest- 
ern Railway Associatios one; these four to 
select another before the question is pre 
seated for arbitrauon. The above-named 
roads were instructed to notify Com- 
missioner Midgley of their selections for 
arbitrators as soon as possible. It was agreed 
that the hearing before the arbitrators regurd- 
ing the allotment of percentages and the basis 
rates to be awarded should be had on or before 
Nov. 15, but it is not believed that the roads 
interested will be prepared to submit their ar- 
gumentse oy that time. The award is to be 
made before Dec. 1, and the pool and percent- 
ages will date back from Nov. 1. Another 
meeting is to be held in this city Nov. 16 to 
perfect the details of the arrangement. 

Commissioner Midgley bas been instructed 
to call a meeting of the various lines interest- 
ed in the traffic north of the Kansas Facile to 
the southern line of the Western Traffic Asso- 
ciation te form a similar pool as that made on 
traffic south of the Kansas Pacific Line. The 
roads interest in this traffic are the Union 
Pacific, Central Branch, Missouri Pacific, St. 
— & Grand Island, and Burlington & Missouri 

ver. 

The fermation of this new pool has 
thrown the St. Louis people into a stew 
ef excitement. For several days past the 
pa penis of that town have teemed witb articies 
threatening dire vengeance upon the St. Louis 
roads that dared te become parties to ime agree 
ment, claiming that it was a scheme to rob St. 
Louis territory for the benefit of Chicago, and 
that it was discrimination that defied all natur- 
al laws of trade. The truth, however, is that 
the war between the reads in Kansas has bad 
the effect of giving that trade to St. Louis and 
Ohicago bas been the great sufferer. The dis- 
crimination has been entirely against Chicago, 
and now that it nas been stopped the St. Louis 
peopie raise a great hue and cry. That the St. 
Louis roads, in spite of the pressure brought 
to bear upon them by the St. Louis merchants, 
joined in the formation ef the new pool shows 
that they did not dare te try conclusions wits 
the Chicago roads, as in such a fight St. Louis 
would have been deprived of its share 
ot the Kansas trale, whick it will get 
under tae new agreement. In fall conflicts 
heretofore waged between the Chicago and 
St. Louis lines for suvremacy in Kansas the 
St. Louis lines came out the wrong end of the 
horn. Suppose the Chicage roads would have 
made the same rates from Obicage to Kansas 
common points as were made from St. Louis, 
bow much of the traffic could St. Louis have 
commanded? The Chicago roads would have 
captured the great bulk of the traffic, as they 
did before under similar circumstances. 


Grain Rates from Duluth te Chicago Not 
Reduced. 

The announcement was made last week that 
the Northwestern roads had decided to make 
during the winter the same rates on treight 
from Duluth te Cutcago as were in effect be- 
tween St. Paul and Chicago. The bears on 
the Board of Trade in this city made great use 
of this item, claiming that it would tend to 
bring the wheat sow stored at Duluth to Chicago 
and add greatly to the amount already in the 
elevators bere. It now transpires that the 
action of the Northwestern roads did not refer 
to rates on wheat or its products at all, but 
simpiy on general merchandise. Not enly 
were the rates on wheat from Duluth not re- 
duced, but it was agreed that tme rate on wheat 
and its products from Duluth sbeuld be from 
5 cents to 7% cents per 100 pounds higher than 
from St. Paul. This, of course, will prevent 
shipments of wheat from Duluth to or via 
Chicago during the winter, and the large 
amount in the elevators at that point will have 
to remain there until the opening of naviga- 
tion next spring. 


The Chesapeake & Ohio Competition. 

The Newport News & Mississippi Valley Com- 
pany (Chesapeake & Ohio) gives official notice 
tant, taking effect Dec. 1, 1886, the new Trans- 
atlantic Steamship Company (operated by it- 
self) will be established between Newport 
News, Va., and Liverpool, Eng. The large 
iron steamships Duke of Westminster, Duke of 


Bucsingbam, Duke of Buco‘euch, and Duke of 
Devonshire will make two sailings each month. 
These steamers will carry both freight and 
passengers and the lowest rates for export and 
import business of the West and Southwest 
are promised. 

The establishment of this transatlantic 
steamship line by the Chesapeake & Obio bodes 
no good for the trunk-line pool. Heretofore 
the Chesapeake & Unio has been dependent 
upon tramp steamers to take us export stuff 
from Newport Newa, But hereafter one of its 
regular steamers will sal every two 
ebliged 
“to get freight for these steamers. It 
will almost entirely be dependent upon the ex- 
port grain from the West, and to secure car- 
goes for tbose steamers it will have to cut the 
rates materially, as otherwise the business will 
ao via New York, Boston, Puhladelphia, or 
Baltimore. “ne company bas long been pre- 
paring for this, and the reason it bas not com- 
menced to run regular steamers between New- 
pert News and English ports was due to its not 
having sufficient rolling stock to carry all the 
traffic needed for them. During the last sum- 
mer it has more than doubled its number of 
freight cars and locomotives, and it is now 
prepared to handle twice the amount ef traffic 
itwas a year ago. The competition by the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, together with that of the 
Mississippi River barge lines from St. Leuis, 
Cairo, and Memphis to New Orleans, will pre- 
vent the trunk lines from charging high freight 
rates after the close of lake navigation.

SINKING OF THE SCHOONER DETROIT 
' NEAR DEATH’S DOOR, 


She Left Escanaba with a Cargo of Ore, 
Sprung a Leak, and, Went Down in Deep 
Water— The Waubaushene on Beaver 
Island—Arrival of the Julia B. Merrill 
with Her Decks Three Feet Under 
Water—The Barge Mabel Wilson Still 
Missing—Other Marine Mishaps.

Door yesterday reported the loss of the schr 
Detroit, which is sunk in deep water just out- 
side of Summer Island. The vessel left Eeca-

She 
was formerly the Mary Battie, and was built 
at St. Catherines in 1872. Two years ago she 
was wrecked on Lake Superior. Murpby 
bought ber from the underwriters and suc- 
ceeded in baving her enroliea as an American 
vessel, after which her name was changed. 


Ashore on Beaver Island. 

Capt. Muir, master of the schr Margaret A. 
Muir, arrived yesterday and reported a three- 
masted black tow-barge, without cargo, ashore 
on the south side of Beaver Isi She had 
ne topmasts or bowsprit and ap to be ia 
bad shape. He did not get close enough to 
make out her name, but he is almost sure that 
the wrecked vessel belongs to the Isaac May 
tow, which broke up off the Manitous last 
Wednesday. Capt. Muir’s brother was form- 
erly master of the Muay, and he is well ac- 
quainted with the model and rig of ber barges. 
The May, which is a Canadian steam-barge, 
left Chicago one week ago today with the 
barges Muskoka, Waubausbene, and Severn in 
tow. All were light. Two ef tre barges broke 
adrift and have not been reported since. The 
May apd one of ber three consorts reached the 
straits and the consort collided wits the schr 
M. Stalker, causing the later to sink. It was 
reported at the time that the barge that caused 
tae loss was the Waubaushene, but a dispaten 
from Mackinaw City last sight stated tnat it 
was the Muskoka, which is still at anchor in 
the straits. The Waubausbene bad not been 
heard from. Tae same dispatch stated that 
the Severn is lying at anchor at the South Fox 
in a disabled condition, and Capt. Dan Mallory 
of the William Eawards reports a ligbt three- 
mas ted vessel that answers the description of 
the Severn at anchor there. It is quite possi- 
bie that it is the Waubaushene that is on Gea- 
ver Island. 


The Julia B. Merrill Waterlogged. 

The crew of the Julia B. Merrill had a rough 
experience while coming up the lake. The 
vessel was laden with lumber and bound to 
Chicago from Manistique. While pitching in 
the heavy cross sea her seams opened and she 
began to leak badly. The crew remained at 
the pumps until Sunday night, when they were 
ebliged to stop from sheer exhaustion. Then 
her hold filled and she settled down until fer 
decks were three feet under water. In this 
waterlogged condition the anchors were let go 
of Waukegan and the crew spent the night 
perched on top of the cabin. The cabin was 
full of water and they could get nothing to eat 
but water-soaked biscuits. Yesterday morn- 
ing the schr America sighted the Merrill with 
a signal of distress flying from ber rigging and 
sent the tug Chicago to her assistance. The 
tug brought ber into port and she was towed to 
the Chicago dry-dock. When she went up the 
river all that could be seen of the bull was her 
ends. Amsidships the water was nearly a foot 
over ker ral. Had the schooner been loaded 
with apythimg but a buoyant cargo she would 
be sumbered among the long list of sunken 
vessels. 


The Mabel Wilson Still Missing. 

The barge Mabel Wilson, which parted from 
the Kittie M. Forbes, has not yet reached port. 
Capt. Mallory says he sighted her at 6 o'clock 
Saturday evening about seven miles to the 
southward of te Manitous. When he first 
caught sieht of her she was beading up the 
take flying a signal of distress. He was on the 
point of dropping the Golden Age and going to 
her assistance when the Wilson went in stars 
and headed down the passage for the isiand. 


A Steamer’s Engines Wrecked.

HOW IT ALL HAPPENED.

n loaded with them, The general fact is 
conceded everywhere. From the solemn 
pines of Maine to the vineyards of Southern 
California there is no disputing about the 
grand aggregate of Bourbon disaster. Of 
course there is a gleam of blue in the sky 
here and there, but as a whole the horizon 
is draped in black clouds for the party so 
radiant and triumphant two years ago. 

A wild and weird charge of “treason to 
the party” is filed in some localities, Men 
who have always trained with the Democracy 
and sat at its board devouring its bread and 
butter are fiercely charged with going back 
on it just when they should be true and leal. 
Some are indignant because they were over- 
looked in the distribution of the viands, oth- 
ers because their friends had to make way 
for somebody else’s friend. Many a non-alect 
Congressinan is gnashing his teeth and in the 
anguish ot his soul cursing the day he ever had 
patronge to dole out among the faithful. He 
finds that in making one lukewarm friend he 
has made a dozen enemies, all boiling over 
with chagrin, disappointment, and vengeful 
wrath. The dies trœ of medieval verse is not 
so hot as the anger of these disappointed 
seekers after the bread of office. But herein 
the Democratic candidates were laboring 
under no new disadvantage. The Republican 
nominees tor twelve consecutive Congres- 
sional elections had the same difficalty to 
contend with. The search for exéuses must 
not rest there. “There were more serious 
obstacles to success than mere discrimina- 
tion between rival officeseekers. 

The organs of the Administration insist 
that the setback was a rebuke to the spoils 
men, who have bitterly opposed civil-se rvice 
reform and been unwilling that it should 
serve as acloak to executive hypocrisy. They 
point in proof of this theory to the defeat or 
great falling off in the vote of numerous 
candidates for reélection to Congress who 
were well known to be old-fashioned Jack- 
sonian Bourbons. Right here is our own 
Frank Lawler, the undisguised champion of 
offensive partisanship—the more offénsive the 
better— getting through, if at all, by the skin 
of his teeth; or, more properly speaking in 
his case, by the hair of his teeth. He made 
an issue on the Administration, distinctly 
soliciting support in the hope of making 
Grover Cleveland shake and tremble in his 
paralyzing presence. Others made the same 
issue, only less bluntly, and with no less 
reactionary effect. 

But the more prevailing disposition is to 
see in the result a rebuke of the Administra- 
tion. The President is too mugwumpish to 
suit the party, and the people have served 
notice, say the advocates of this theory, upon 
Mr. Cleveland that he must stop posing for a 
reformer or quit politics at the end of bis 
present term. The boys“ want the offices, 
and will have them or turn up the toes of the 
man who thwarts them. They must have a 
chance at the crib. It is true the Repub- 
licans have been kicked out, notwithstand- 
ing that flaunting lie, the Curtis letter, but 
their places have been given, in many cases, 
to respectable old fossils who have no more 
influence than last year’s stubble. The 
President is accused of being an amateur 
with no conception of the real demands of 
practical politics. 

A catalog of Democratic disadvantages 
should no doubt include the Administration, 
pro and anti; but there were causes at work 
deeper than the spring from which the water 
of patronage is drawn. Underneath per- 
sonal and petty disaffections lie more potent 
factors of general discontent. As a law- 
making power the Democracy is a pusillani- 
mous failure. Every great question was 
either dodged or bungled. during the nearly 
nine months that Congress was in session. 
The President and his party friends in Con- 
gress were criss-cross, and either did nothing 
or did the wrong thing. The defeat of Mor- 
rison and the narrow escape of Carlisle illus- 
trate the disgust of the people with men who 
pretend to be revenue reformers and can only 
suggest a horizontal reduction, the most im- 
becile of all conceivable readjustments of the 
tariff. It is not even a blind-stagger of dis- 
crimination between the fostering of monop- 
olies and the nursing of infant industries. 
Mere depletion of the Treasury is not re 
form, and the people are tired of the pseudo 
statesmanship which thinks it is. 


_ THE ALLERTON PROPOSITION. 

An anonymous correspondent, signing him-

When the Board of Election Commissioners 
resumed the canvass at 9:30 yesterday mora 
ing a great many interested spectators were in 
attendance. The United Labor party's repre 
sentatives, the attorneys for the two especial- 
ly interested candidates, and Frank Lawier 
were permitted inside the rail. “Our Frank 
bung by the board all day long and acted pre 
cisely as if his life were really involved in the 
count. He was givenseveral bad scares, and, 
on one soceasion, the reading of the returns 
made bis little, beady eyes buige out as if 
there were a thousand pounds of pressure de- 
bind them.

What made the 
gain appear a substantial one was the fact 
that in the Sixth Precinct a similar gain for 
Gleeson had been wiped out because only one 
of the tailly-sheets showed the increase of ten 
votes, while the other two and all of the voll- 
books only gave him sixty-one votes, which 
corresponded with the police returns as pub- 
lished Wednesday. In the Seventh Precinct, 
however, the returns were reversed, as only 
one tally-sbeet showed tae minimum figure, 
the others and the poll-books showing 110. By 
parity of reasoning the 110 votes should be 
counted for Gleeson, but it is probable thas 
the official declaration will lop them off, as the 
aggregate number of Votes cast in the precinct 
for the three Congressional candidates exceeds 
the total of votes cast as shown by the names 


proceeded it was found that 
Gleeson lost eight votes in tue Tenth Precinct 
of the Sixth Ward and eight more in tne Four- 
teenth, making a probabie joss of sixteen, and 
in any event a net loss of siz, which again put 
Lawler in the lead by ten votes. In the Fifth 
Precinct of the Seventh Ward the official re- 
turns gave Gleeson fifty votes, but as his vote 
bere bad been figured at fifty-two Lawier’s 
advantage was increased to twelve. There 
was comparatively clear sailing until the 
Bighth P: ecinet was and it was here 
that Lawler almost bad a fainting fit. The 
police returns showed twenty-nine votes for 
Gleeson, but when one of the official returns 
showed seventy-nine Lawler gasped, 
finally stammered out, “What?” His trepida- 
tion was soon relieved, as a moment's investi- 
gation demonstrated that. Gleeson was only en- 
titled to twenty-nine. 
The canvass beihg resumed, nothing affect- 


sing Lawier's lead was encountered until the 


Eighteenth Precinct was reached. The official 
returns gave him éixty-one votes, six less than 
he had been banking * aud of course re- 
auced his lead to six. That 

Eighth Ward beionging to the Second District 
(from the Eleventh to the Twenty-fourth Pre- 
cincts, inclusive) was then taken up and can- 
vassed. Seve squabbles occurred but no 
changes in the figures as heretofore published. 

Ine members of the board, including Judge 
Prendergast and City-Attorney Washburne, to- 
gether with Frank Lawler, the attorneys for 
the several candidates, C. G. Dixon, and ser 
eral others. held a long private conference 
over the disposal of stich precincts as bad 
been temporatily passed, with a view of an- 
nouncing the official count before adjourn- 
ment, but as botu sides failed to 
keep the agreement entered into the 
official announcement was delayed. Before 
taking up these precincts Judge Prendergast 
addressed those in the room, aud said that, on 
the request of the interested parties, certain 
precincts had been passed because there was 
a protest against the vote as shown by the re- 
turns being recorded.

bad the power to examine persons as to the re- 
sult declared by the judges immediately after 
the votes were counted, and in all such cases 
it became a duty to deciare the result, not in 
conformity with the altered returns, but in 
accordance with the result as at first declared. 
The idea was an erroneous one that the board 
bad any power beyond that just stated. 

When Judge Prendergast finished speaking 
he directed that the returns from the several 
passed precincts be taken up. Objection was 
raised by either the friends of Gieeson or by 
Lawier bimeelf to the vote in every one of the 
passed precincts bemg recorded until the 
judges and clerks were examined, and asa 
result of this the judges and clerks

Her Life of Perseverance, Piety, and Ro- 
centricity. 

Atlante Consttiution: Alabama's most prorm- 
ment female contributor to the press is Miss 
Mary Gordon Duffie of Biount Springs. she « 
known as the * Poetess of the Mountaina,”’ 
and contributes under the well-known name 
of Marr Duff Gordon” to several leadug 
journals, North and South, as well as to the 
magazines, Sbe is the author of “Pen Piat- 
ures from the Bible,” The Battie Fields and 
Sacrificial Grounds of the South,“ the “ Life 
of the Hon. James R. Powell, Founder of Bir- 
mingham,"’ ang The History of Jones Va 
ley.”’ Her latest work is a complete History 
ot Alabama. which is nearly ready for the 
publisher. 

The story of this wonderful woman's life is 
one offperseverance, piety, and eccentricity. 
She lives on a lonely mountain, in Biount 
Qounty, where she communes with nature in 
ber grandest forms. Her father was 
Matthew Duffie, who formerly managed 
the famous Washington Hotel, at Tuska- 
loosa, and who before and during the War 
managed the Biount Springs Hotel. Her 
brother, Mr. John Duffie, has since the War 
been Mayor of Mobile, and is a prom‘nent im- 
porter of stock from the Isle of Jersey. Miss 
Duffie is 45 yeare of age, and leads a lite of 
retirement on what is kuown as Duffie Mount. 

During the War Mus Duffie was a violent se- 
cessionist, She had great sympathy for the 
poor, aud at the close of the War secured and 
distributed $100,000 in Government bonds, for 
which she was arresied under orders from the 
military, and was taken under guard by Mr. 
Davia Montgomery to the beadauarters in 
South Alabama of Capt. Truss. Sbe was sub- 
sequently released irom custody, when she re- 
sumed ber work of well doing. 

It is said that Miss Duffle once bad a love af- 
fair, which caused her to retire from the world 
and seek happiness in the pursuit of literature. 
She 1s noted for ber sympathy, humanity, and 
kindness. She never speaks iil of those she 
knows, and ail ber writings are laden with ad- 
miration of ber friends. Sue leaves the mount- 
ain but on the rarest oceasions, and never re 
ceives visitors unless they have been specinily 
asked to call. Sbe would deny an audience to 
the President, if he bad not been previously 
invited. She devotes her entire time to books 
and the study of nature.

RINGING CHURCH BELLS. 


An Annoyance to the Well and an Afflic- 
tion to the Sick. 

London Lancet: Nothing is more inexplica- 
dle than the tenacity with which even sensible 
persons bold to the traditions of any system 
with which they have Deen associatea by ed u- 
cation and habit. A very strikmg example of 
this is the ringing of church bells when those 
places of public worship stand in the very 
midst of populous districts, and when those 
who frequent them are perfectly well aware of 
the hours of service, and are not in the least 
degree dependent on the sound of the delle 
for the opportunity of attendance. in the 
old days, when parisioners ned a con- 
siderable distance from their church, when 
there were few clocks in private houses, 
and when the times of service were uncertain, 
there were valid reasons why delle should be 
rung to call together the worshipers, but not 
one of these reasons at present exists, and the 
ringing of church bells in cities and towns is a 
meediess and vexatious ceremony. To the 
sound in health it may de anannhoyance: while 
to the sick it is a very grave infliction, causmg 
in many instances serious injury, and we can- 
not hesitate to say in not a few cases actually 
aggravating disease and shortening life.

Facts Regarding « Painted Statue of the 
“Godlike Daniel.” 

Boston Herald: Travelers who journey down 
the south sbore irequentiy put the query: 
“What iw it?’ to their fellow-tourists, with 
relation to a snow-white siatue to be seen on 
the left of the track, just Before the train 
halts at the Hingham station. The «limpse 
one gets of the figure as the cars speed past is 
tantalizingly short, and even the most expe 
rienced eye bas barely time to note ite likeness 
to Daniel Webster, and, possibly, the addition- 
al fact that ut stands upon a low mound at the 
rear of a row of buildings. Why, if it is rea 
ly a work of merit, as it appears to be, it 
should be given so inconspicuous a. position, 
and when and how it came into existence at 
all, are questions which prove puzzies 
alike to the inquiring traveler the all ais 
companions. A representative of the Herald, 
however, wbo has made inquiry respecting the 
statue, has learned that the figure was present- 
ed to Mr. Samuel Gilbert of Boston about 
thirty years azo by bis relative and intimate 
triend, Mr. Edward Winsor. whe purchased it 
atasule of a wood-carver’s effects. Mr. Gil- 
bert placed itupon a mound of earth in his 
garden at. Dorchester, where he then resided, 
on the estate now occupied by Mr. Edwin H. 
Sampson. Bali Hughes, the sculptor, exam- 
ined it while it was thus located, and appeared 
to be much pleased with it, He did not, how- 
ever, fancy its position on a meund, and said 
to Mr. Gilbert that he ought to have placed it 
on the lawn ip front of the house and in view 
of the street. Upon Mr. G Wert remarking that 
be would have done s0 bad ww been of 
marbie, instead of wood, the sculptor 
replied that it did not matter of 
what material the statue was made, 
as many fine figures were of wood. The statue 
el feet in bight, in Mr. Webster's favorit 
and usual position in a drawing-room, ana 
represents him as be looked a few years before 
bis death. Its bearing is at once graceful and 
dignified, and were it chiseled from wmarbie 
instead of oarved from wood it would long 
ago, doubtless, have occupied a most pron- 
inent position in some public place. It was 
probably carved for the figurehead of a ship. 
On Mr. Gilbert's removal from , a 
number of years ago, be presented the figure 
to his relative, Mr. George M. Soule of Hing- 
bam, who bad always admired it. It was then 
taken to the.town named and placed in its 
present position on the land of Mr. Soule. The 
latter gontleman died several years since. The 
figure is painted white, and were it not for its 
peculiar location an observer a few feet away 
trom it would never suspect that it had not its 
aristocratic origia in an Italian marbie quarry, 
instead of tracing its lineage back to the more 
piebeian associations of an American forest.
